Insane By Jury; 


Be Sent Asylum 


AUSTIN. Oct. 28.—VPh-Howard 
Pierson was held In the county 
Jail here today pending commit- 
ment to an Insane, asylum until 
he becomes sane. 


County Judge George Matthews 
said the slayer of his parents, ad- 
judged insane Saturday by a dis- 
trict court Jury, would be commit- 
ted soon after certification as to 
his sanity hearing was received. 


As a result of the verdict, re- 
turned after two hours delibera- 
tion and on, the second 
ballot, 
Pierson escaped trial, for the time 
being at least, on charges that he 
murdered his parents, William 
Pierson, associate Jlistice of the 
state supreme court, and Mrs- 
Pierson.

It was'said that the high com- 
mand believed Saturday's advance 
by the northern forces blasted any 
hope which the Ethiopians may 
have held of forming a wedge be- 
tween the two columns command- 
ed by Gen. Bmilio De Bono. 
The officers explained that the 
Italian stand between Aduwa and 
Adigrat would have been vulner- 
able if the Ethiopians had attack- 
ed in sufficient force but that 
now the whole territory had been 
solidified behind a strong line ad- 
vanced well beyond the two north- 
ern Ethiopian cities. 
De Bono himself arrived here 
today and promptly went forward 
and took possession of the new 
territory giving the orders for the 
consolidation of the new positions. 
Premier Mussolini has demon- 
strated that he intends to develop

With a declaration that private 
industry is now "taking up the 
slack" of unemployment but that 
the nation nevertheless should in- 
crease its donations to 9harity, 
President Roosevelt asked support 
for a private welfare drive that is 
in progress throughout the nation 
today. 


In an optimistic address deliver- 


ed by radio last night on the opem- 
ing program of the 1935 mobiliza- 
tion for human needs, the Pres- 
ident stressed reports of increas- 
ed employment. 


He referred to a September em- 


ployment gain of 350,000 workers 
in private industries which report 
to the department of labor. This, 
he said, brought those industries 
to the level of November, 1930, 
and their payrolls back to the

"Recently," he said, "I expressed

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—The au- 


tomobile 
industry roared down 


the recovery highway this week, 
stirring the nation's industrial ac- 
tivity to the fastest pace for this 
time of year in a long period. 


The biggest production of new 


automobiles for October since 1929 
lifted the Assopiated Press weekly 
index of Industrial activity to a 
new high for 1935. 


In fact, it touched the high- 


est level for the recovery, with 
the exception of a brief period 
in July, 1A33, when factories ac- 
celerated production to a frantic 
pace in an effort to "beat" the 
oncoming NRA regulations and 
increased costs. 


Steel production did almost as 


well. 
The American Iron 
and 


Steel Institute estimated produc- 
tion for the week at 51.8 per 
cent of capacity, which approxi- 
mated the output at this time In 
1930. The previous week it was 
50.4, and a year ago 22.8. 


Statistics appearing 
for 
the 


previous week showed a slight 
recession in electric power pro- 
duction, after recording an all- 
time high in the second week of 
October. 


Freight car loadings dipped a 


trifle in the preceding seven day 
period after reaching a new high 
since autumn of 1931. This was 
regarded as due in part to un- 
seasonably warm 
weather 
over 


much of the country. 


The exceptional rate of indus- 


trial production at this time re- 
flects in considerable measure the 
introduction earlier than usual of 
new automobile models, with the 
New York automobile show open- 
ing this year a. week from to- 
morrow, instead of early Janu- 
ary. Whether this will cut into 
the gains expected later on, un- 
der 
previous production sched- 


ules, remains to be seen. 


The index of Industrial activ- 


ity, 
based on 1929-30 as 100, was 


placed today at 81.5, compared 
with 77.0 the previous week, nad

The cry nf the Italians In Ethio- 


pia, 
on both northern and south- 
ern fronts, was: 


"On to Harar." 
Harar, the metropolis of Eastern 
Ethiopia, is the ob.lective of both 
the northern and southern forces. 
With Harar. they would cut Ad- 
dis Ababa aid Central Ethiopia off 
from access to the Red Sea: they 
would give Italy a strip all along 
the eastern half of Ethiopia, con- 
necting Eritrea and Italian Somal- 
iland. 


Advance In South. • 
In the south, the forces from 


Somaliland, according to dispatch- 
es received in Djibouti, have cross- 
ed half of the Ogaden desert. 
The Italians in this sector, the 


Djibouti report said, hold a strip 
of Ethiopian territory more than 
400 miles in length. 
In the northern 
sector. 
the 
troops early gained an important 
advantage, occupying water 
re- 
sources. 


The central column under Gen- 
eral Pirzil-Biroli 
occupied 
the 
Feres Mai Valley to the south of 
Aduwa, on the route to Makale. 
The engineering corps was build- 
ing a road, straight toward Ma- 
kale, at the rate of three miles a 
day.

Occupy Same Positions.

On the southern front, the army 


of General Rudolfo Grazianl was 
still hampered by rain, but, divid- 
ed into three columns, was ad- 
vancing on a widespread front.

line direct to Addis Ababa. To the 
east the middle column advanced 
on Gorrahei and, farther to the 
east, the third column waa en- 
gaged in occupying the border ter- 
ritory against Italian Somaliland.

Harar Principal Objective. 


The 
northern army, likewise, 
had Harar as its principal ob- 
jective. 
Guarding this Ethiopian 
eastern metropolis on the north 
was another vast defensive force 
concentrated on a central plateau 
about Dessyke. This force served 
not only to guard the metropolis, 
but also protected the wav into 
Addis Ababa, should the Italians 
pass Makale. 
In Addis Ababa, the Ethiopians 
were unperturbed over the new 
Italian advances. 
Into the public squares, how- 
ever, 
were moved 
anti-aircraft 
guns. Now that the Italian min- 
ister, Vincl-Giglluccl, has passed 
safely over the frontier into French 
Somaliland, the Ethiopians 
fear 
air raids in the capital. 
To stir enthusiasm among his 
warriors, Halle „ Selassie was pre- 
paring a celebration of his own— 
the anniversary of Emperor Men- 
elek's slaughter of the 'Italians at 
Aduwa, Nov. 3. 
Ethiopia's charge d'afafires, Ne- 
gradas Yesus, observed the anni- 
versary of Mussolini's march into 
Rome by marching out of Italy. 
Took First Train Out. 
Yesus took today's first train 
out of the Fascist capital for Na- 
ples. There, he was to board 
a 
steamer for Djibouti, French So- 
maliland, to get the train to Ad- 
dis Ababa. 
With the Italian advances, the 
hopes for an early 
end to II 
Duce's Invasion went a-glimmer- 
ing.Teh advances reflected the pes- 
simistic outlook, not only In Rome, 
but in other capitals of Europe. 
They marked the apparent fail- 
ure of Mussolini to force through 
peace at his terms, of his efforts 
to stave off sanctions by the Lea- 
gue of Nations.

state auditor said. 


"Claims totalling $674,285.6* have 


been set up against fee officers, 
and of this amount $119,498.13 in 
cash has been collected. At pres- 
ent the greater part of the-bal- 
ance of these claim* is In the 
hands of the attorney general for 
collection.

JOHNSON SEES POSSIBILITY OF 
SIX MILLION REMAINING JOBLESS 


AS BUSINESS REACHES NORMAL 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—WV- 
Hugh S. Johnson, former NRA ad- 
ministrator, said today that at the 
present 
rate of 
re-employment 
there might still be 6,000,000 job- 
less when business returns to nor- 
mal."You can see from a glance at 
the figures that re-employment is 
not keeping pace with recovery," 
he said in an interview. 
"I don't deny that employment 
is increasing. There is a dispute 
over unemployment figures, but 
say there were 12,000,000 at one 
time, and that the total Is now 
down to 9,500,000. 
Business has 
meantime gone back 60 per cent 
of the way from the low point. 
"If a 60 per cent recovery has 
absorbed only 2.000,000, you are 
going to have at least 6,000,000 
unemployed when you get all the 
way back, at the very least." 
As he talked, Johnson 
paced 
back and forth In his office here, 
under 
a picture of 
President 


Davis that the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration should be 
either a mere emergency opera- 
tion or a static1 agency. 
"It was their intention—as it ia 
mine—to pass from the purely 
emergency phases necessitated by 
a grave national crisis to a long 
time, more permanent plan for 
American agriculture. 
"Such a long time program is 
developing naturally out of the 
present -adjustment efforts. 
As I 
see it, this program has two prin- 
cipal objectives: 
First Objective. 
"First, to carry out the declared 
policy of congress to maintain and 
increase the gains thus far made, 
thereby avoiding the danger of a 
slump back into the conditions 
brought about by our 
national 
neglect of agriculture. 
"Second, to broaden present ad- 
justment operations so as to give 
farmers Increasing Incentives for 
conservation and efficient use of 
the nation" soil resources. 
"Simplification of present pro- 
grams, with a view to increased 
flexibility, would readily lend itself 
to the broad objectives outlined. 
Decentralization of machinery to 
get more efficient administration 
closer to the farmers already has 
begun, and will be vigorously con- 
tinued. 
To simplify administra- 
tion, the AAA will work toward 
the objective of one contract per, 
farm. The modifications planned, 
in addition to making administra- 
tion easier, will facilitate produc- 
tion either upward or downward. 
May Stimulate Production. 
"The time may come when the 
AAA will prove as important in 
stimulating certain kinds of pro- 
duction as It has been In remov- 
ing recent burdensome surpluses. 
For example, an expanded produc- 
tion of hogs, to replace shortages 
caused by drought, is contemplat- 
ed under the proposed new corn- 
hog program, which is put up to 
a decision of producers in a na- 
tion-wide referendum tomorrow. 
"Present and future production 


of supplies of food and fiber am- 
ple for this country's needs and 
for available export markets Is a 
sound objective. However, there 
was nothing sound in the situa- 
tion in the past when, spurred by 
ruinously low prices, farmers have 
been compelled to mine their soil 
of Its fertility by over-intensive 
cultivation in a race to make up 
in volume of units what they had 
lost in unit price. This has result- 
ed in waste on a colossal scale. 
Dust 
storms 
and 
* mud-laden 
streams have been symbols of this 
exploitation. 
Erosion Abandonment. 
"Tens of millions of acres have 
been abandoned because of ero- 
sion. 
This jeopardizes both con- 
sumer and producer. Real dam- 
age to the consumer does not re- 
sult from moderate .increases In 
food prices, but from collapse of 
farm income so drastic as to com- 
pel ruthless depletion of soil. That 
is the real menace to the nation's 
future food supply. 
That 
has 
caused 
farmers 
to 
lose 
their 


homes. It has hastened the spread 
of'tenancy, ft lies at the root of 
many serious economic and social 
problems besetting agriculture. 
"Already the adjustment pro- 
grams have made important gains 
in conservation and restoration of 
soil fertility. 
Many millions 
of 
acres which farmers have signed 
contracts to divert from surplus 
production are being devoted to 
legumes, pastures, hay and other 
crops which fertilize the soil and 
protect-it from blowing and wash- 
ing. 
Positive Incentives. 
"The long-time and more per- 
manent adjustment program will 
provide 
positive 
Incentives 
for 


soil conservation. 
Tho 
benefit 
payments can be made on a basis 
that 
will 
encourage 
individual 
farmers to adopt sound farm man- 
agement, crop rotation and soil 
conservation methods. 
The crop 
insurance feature afforded by ben- 
efit payments will help farmers 
to maintain these beneficial sys- 
tems of farming without interrup- 
tion in poor crop years. 
Long- 
time adjustments can be adapted 
to natural soil advantages of re- 
gions an dlocalltics. 
Already the 


•idjustment administration has un- 
der way local studies to help in 
working out farm programs on a 
'-•ounty basis, so as to fit the best 
permanent use of the varying soil 
rpsources of the country, up to 
that county's share of available 
domestic 
and 
foreign 
markets. 


Thus, planR are being worked out 
that should encourage widespread 
co-operation of farmers in- a per- 
manent national soil maintenance 
program. 


"The simplified and more flex- 
ible adjustment program Of the 
future can bo made to serve the 
permanent advantage of producer 
and consumer. 
It can iron out 


the succession of extreme market' 
gluts and extreme shortages which 
in the past have alternately wreck- 
ed farm 
income 
and penalized 
city people with too high prices. 
It can protect the nation's herit- 
age of soil, help farmers to pro- 
duce up to the full possibilities of 
profitable export, and give this 
country the safest possible assur- 
ance of abundant food in tne years 
to come.
